MUNICH, Germany (UP0 —

The soldiers turned their lirri 
over to the polioe and during 
the fdltowing 12 months many 
persons claimed it MI were 
exposed as frauds by their 
Ignoranc* cf details about the 
tiwe.

In Beirut, an Iraqi officer has 
been executed for spying for 
Israel,” Baghdad radio 
announced. 

The broadcast did not aay 
whether toe officer, Lt. Najat 
Kazera Khourshid, was executed 
along with se^n other Moslem 
Iraqis whosf' dawn execution 
Thursday was announced 
earlier. 

The broadcast simply said 
eight pentHia, fcMir soldiers and 
four dvilians, had been exe¬ 
cuted, including Khourahid. 

Throughout the day toe radfo 
had reported only seven persons 
had been executed, ti>e soldiers 
by firing squad and the civilians 
by han^ng. 

Their prison uniform-clad 
bodies were then strung on 
makeshift wooden gallows In 
Baghdad's Liberation Square. 
Placards . bearing each man’s 
name, religion and address In 
brightly-colored tok wer hung 
round their necks. 

CROWDS SILENT 

Silent crowds of Iraqis, includ- 
tog women and children, 
gathered curiously around the 
dangling bodies but were kept 
back by police, Baghdad radio 
reported. 

Noticeably absent from toe 
public viewing were tiie hysteria 


and demonstrations which; 
mariced the hanging of 14 
convicted s[^8, including nine 
Jews, Jan. 27. 

In Britain, Defence Secretary 
Denia Healy said Britain may 
continue to export arms to some 
Middle Easft countries by honor¬ 
ing existing arms contraot with 
both Israel and Arab nations.

npHE PLEDGE of financial support by tlids country 
X for an agency promoting cultural and educational 
co-operation between tota^ or partially FYench- 
language nations will not be accept^ with any great 
enthusiasm by Canadians generally. 

'Hie decision was taken at a conference In 
I^antey, in the new African state of Niger, \rtiere 
Ottawa and Quebec were represented by separate 
delegations. 

Canada was one d 25 nations attending, including 
France and the former French colonies, whkh 
comprise the great majority of membership. But 
Ottawa and Quebec between them tmdertook to 
contribute up to 30 per cent of the cost of organization 
and operation of the a^ncy, still to be named. 

Most Canadians would agree that education 
assls^ce to new nations is a praiseworthy endeavor. 
They might easily be persuaded that it is worthwhile 
to help pr^rve whatever culture is Indigenous to the 
peoples of New Africa. But some of us are going to 
objKt to spending Canadian dollars on a program to 
foist a foreign language or culture or both upon 
peoples whose basic, elementary trainii^ should have 
priority. 

The federal government Is eager to see universal 
acceptance of bilingualism and biculturallsm In 
Canada in the possibly erroneous belief that it will 
cement the uniem. Bot there is increasii^ evidence, in 
spite of Ottawa's indulgence in this re!g)ect, that the 
French-speakers of Quebec are determined to make 
their province a unUingual and unicultural enclave. 

There is an exam^de to be found in the complaint 
of the Czech(»lovakian refugees In Quebec that tiiey 
are being denied the right to learn English, in spite of 
the federal government’s promise and its contribution 
of $9,000,000 to their aid.

Reckless Excursion 


Communist Chinese authorities, the Hong Kong * 
yat^tsmen who were detabted during a Chinese New ’ 
Year voyage to Macao will have small sympathy from ' 
the British colony’s gorernment or anyone else aware 
of the delicate political balance there. 

Fifteen persons. Including British, American, 
French euid Swedish nationals, are reported to have 
been taken into custody, along with their three yachts, 
last Sunday. 

They had Ignored warnings from the Royal Hong . 
Kong Yacht Club and the responsible department of 
government that they would be Ill-advised to make the 
cruise because of the state of tension between the 
Peking and colonial authorities. 

Their route would inevitably take them Into 
Chinese territorial waters and, since they lost 
themselves in fog, quite pc^slbly into restricted 
military areas. 

For their misadventure they have only themselves 
to blame. 

However, since the nature <rf their voyage could 
hardly be seriously suspect even by officers 
inordinately concerned with espionage or other anti- 
Chinese activities imagined to be directed from Hong 
Kong, their continued detention or any serious 
punishment cannot be justified, particularly as the 
party includes young children. 

The Briti^ authorities moved immediately to I 
effect their release, so far ineffectively. ' 

Recklessness on the part of tlw yachtsmen cannot 
excuse unwarrantable procrastination by the Com¬ 
munist Chinese. But, unhappUy, it Is the sort of 
calculated provocation Westerners have come to 
expect of them. 

Heart-Beat Rating 

A S0OTLAND* YARD study being conducted by 
police chiefs and Britain’s National Institute for 
Medical Research has shown that all drivers have 
some change In heart-beat pattern when they see a 
uniformed policeman, according to the publication 
Freeway. Even the of police drivers. 

It will be for the experts to try to determine why 
this is so. But it may be conjectured that the sight of a 
policeman is enough to jerk any motorist Into a hasty 
review of his actions, deliberate or automatic, In the 
preceding moments. 

All drivers tested, whether expert or less 
experienced, have also had faster-beating hearts on 
encountering a pedestrian crossing the road without 
warning, or hearing a horn sounded by another driver, 
or a siren, by way of example. But the increased heart 
rate lasts longer for the not-so-good motorists. 

Out of this study, Freeway says, may come a 
means of assessing the stress of-general traffic 
environment and of specific traffic situations on 
drivers, and the if^^ntification of features of road 
environment whicji contain high stress-engendering 
factors. 

But perhaps a preliminary conclusion could be 
that there is nothing like an adequate police force on 
the roads to keep drivers thinking about what they 
are doing. 

And there Is another valuable conclusion that 
motorists may readily draw for themselves from one 
aspect of the tests. Less experienced drivers have 
shown higher heart rates when held up behind slow- 
moving traffic.

He would be a striking figure anywhere; Rx feet tall, a 
muscular 210 pounds, his voice projecting like an actor's. 
Preaching or speaking, he uses a heavy black family SUe 
tike a weaipon, brambshing it, aeteettng a text with a stabbing 
finger. And when he Is preaching pcditics rather than reiigton 
(the distinction is 'ratoer slender) his wife often stands 
nearby with the same BiUe under her ann. 

He preaches In bis nondescript indssjan haH In Ravenhill 
Road, a worklng-claBs suburb of Belfast, and increatin^y In 
the equally austere Ulster Hal whidt aeata 2,500 and is 
BeUast'i biggest pUblie hall. 

Even thou^ snowing hand recently, m was usual, he had 
capacity audiences. Some came for illumination, acxne from 
cui4osl^; ail expected excitement and passion. Ihey were not 
disappointed. 

He U expounding a difficult peint cf hla doctrine, 'Aram 
the harsh beautiful words of the Aposde Paid. The true 
oircumctslon. he explains, is not of the fieA, tut of the spirit; 
not discernible by men. but by God. His uncon^rehendlng 
audience is restless. Then there is a sudden change of mood: 
"Ihe green bay leaf shall wither" he reads, aeemingly from 
the Book. 

There is a hush as he stresses tite word "green," the 
onlor of the Irish NetionaHsts, who want to unite both parts 
the Island under one government.

Paisley says that he wrote his book with nothing but a 
Bible and a concordance to guide him. In a narrow, 
passionate way, it is brilliant, the work of a powerful 
intellect. It torows a flood of light on Paisley end his 
movement, and eonfiimt the impressions that are gained 
from the brief dlsjcrinted Interviews which are aB that he 
normally grants. 

The bock is dramatically presented: The cover shows (be 
cobblestones and massive doors of the prison, and it li 
Bubtitled ’‘Pre{»red in the prison cell.” Every section is 
anotated "written on the .sixth, seventii, eighth day of 
imprisonment." One thinks of John Bunyan writing Pilgrim's 
Prepress in Bedford Jail, and. indeed, Paisley quotes Bunyan 
throughout. 

Why Remans? It Is the most difficult, the most 
"theological" of Paul's epistles; it is addressed to the tiny 
group of earty Christians, in daily danger of martyrdom at 
the powerful hands of imperial (pagan) Rome; and perhaps 
most significantly, it speaks eloquently of Paul's own 
sufferings; "In labors more abundant, in stifpes above 
measure, in prisons more firequent, in deaths oft." 


"I teU you, friends, the privets foresaw exactly what is 
happening in Ulster now, the last dying struggles of 
O'NeilBsm." A ripple of excitement sweeps the hall. The Rev, 
I>r. Paidey straightens a lock of greying hair and raises his 
right hand, still loosely swathed in bandage from Ms minor 
injury when he was arrested In January, a visible sign of his 
martyrdom, as he sees it. 

"I call down the curse of God on the traitor, C^pt^n (he 
almost spits the military title) Terence O’Neill.’’ The name is 
almost drowned in wild riiout of "Hafie'lujah" from the 
audience. They're getting their money’s worth. 

He reads again from the Bo^; "Prdse the Txa'd. 
brethren and sisters. He looks up, grinning: "I don't read 
■nytiing here about praising Old Red-Socks." (TMs Is a 
favorite Paisley epithet for the Pope.) Then he begins a long 
rambling anecdote about bm RemUt priests who have hidden 
IRA men to Uow up a water reservoir. 


Paisley coments; "He dwarfs the modem preachers to 
pigmy size by his giant ministry." The MentKication eoidd 
hardly be dearer. But the book is emphattcaHy not the work 
of an ignoramus. In the very first Hne, Paisley dlsciosea that 
he knows Greek. 

From the book emerges Paisley’s strict Calvinism — a 
doctrine uhich has played littie part in religious thought 
generally for many years, and none in political thought since 
the time of Oliver Cromwell. 

No man, says C^alvin (and Paisley) can by his own efforts 
avoid sin, and thus damnation; salvation «s fore-ordained by 
the Allmighty. 

Those who are damned are already damned, and those 
who are saved are already saved — they are the elect, the 
saints of God. Of necessity, they are few in number; their lot 
In this wnrid will be a hard one, particularly at the hands of 
Rome. 

As Paisley says of his own imprisonment: "Prison 
sentences have been the lot of God’s faithful servants down 
through the centuries." 


Whatever one thinks of hSs doctrine, Paisley is a master 
orator. He Is the only speaker I have heard who cones ck»e 
to Fidel Castro. 

Ihelr techniques are oddly limUar, prebaWy as old as the 
•rt of mob oratory itseU: an ahnost schoolmasterly 
exposition broken by asides, savage humor, endless repetition 
of key phrases, pkturesque abuse, and above aU a total 
absorption in the changing moods the aut^ierwe. Only 42, 
Paisley is a man with a rare, seasoned talent. 

Paisley'S key role in the Northern Ireland crisis is easily 
spelled out. The old Untorast system by which one party has 
ruled Ulster for 40 years seems to be brewing up. 

Economic difficulties combined with increasing under¬ 
standing between Catholics and orthodox Protestants and the 
influence of the civil rights movement make changes seem 
inevitable. The result could be a gewemment with support 
from both religions. Ibe Palsleyites will have none at this. 


This i.s a tough, fighting religion. On Paul's words, “Let 
love be without dissimulation.” Paisley comments: "The love 
which the ecumensists bleat about is full of disimutation. 
They breathe charity to the anti^rist and hit worshippere 
and hate to the true Christ and his worshippers — the so- 
called love which cleaves to evil, evil teachers, evil systems, 
evil doctrines and evil associations, is a basta^ diarity, the 
offspring of heil itself." 

Paisley’s view on those Ulster moderates who want more 
understanding — let alone eewnenism left in no doubt. 

In those doctrihes, we do not hear the ravings of an 
iminstructed bigot; rather we hear the voice of Oliver 
Cromwell himself; "The night we slew 20.0(X) of them, and all 
tlie glory is to God . . . God made them as stubble before our 
swords." 

And, In Paisley's views on vroenen we hear the echo of 
John Knox in "the monstrous ■ regiment of women.’’, Dr. 
Paisley writes: "Afflictions will come to the justified through 
the wiles erf women. Such tribulations mark the steps of the 
righteous man." 


Paisley is standing'for election against O'NeiH in his own 
constituency, Bannside, an dis sponswing other candidates 
elsewhere. 

All this is on top of his regvdar preaching duties, and he 
found time to show me the new cathedral-sized church which 
he is building just up Ravenhill Road. 

It seats 2.500, and vAil cost neatly $480,000 — all paid for 
In cash, from the tithes which many of his fdltowers covenant 
to pay. and from,the $2400plus 'K^ch Paisley can regularly 
collect at a meeting (tiie c<rileetions are made with buckets). 
It is due to be consecrated (by himself) next August. 

Paisley has come a long way from the dock^e quonset hut 
In which, unknown and unqualified, he preached briefly after 
the war. 


“Running costs are reasonable, too. We had a wide range of experience with 
other fuelsf before switching to electric heating four years ago. 

We’re very pleased with the economy."

'nils bB oi apecUtcationi is not quite 
as fanpoesfide as it sounds, and I tfalnk 
one reason tor the ovenvhehning 
popidartty ei the Jackman dematls is 
bemuse it comes very ckee to dling 
the bfl. No matter how you treat It — 
whether you cut It right down to the 
ground every year or whether you 
never^prune K at aB — It stOl blooms 
Its bead stt. 

★ ★ ★ 

Some others in the same detnatla 
group and with the same Attributes are 
Ospsy Queen, deep purple with a lovely 
velvety riwen; Jacfcnuntl rUbra w4th 
dramatlo crhnson flcwert, sometimes 
pnaducing beautifully ibnned doulde 
btooms; Star of India in a deep port 
wine shade: M. Xbeter, cascades of 
rosy pliAc, and Oaontesee de Bouchard, 
aadny loee and a real winner. 

AH the dematie varieties in this 
particiMar group produce their flowers 
on new wood -- shoots which grow out 


in mrtng and earfy summer. Thla 
means you can prune your vine to your 
heart’s content in eaiiy siaii^, knowing 
fug well you are NOT cutting away thla 
year's flowers. Ihis group is also a 
good chdoe lor toe colder sections of 
the provlrM fbr, while toe vtoes may 
winter-idU to the ground, new growth 
wtH qmwt from toe mots In spring and 
will bloam toat same summer, I once 
saw a Jackman bkioinling in Saskatom, 
vtoere winter temperatures of forty 
bekTw zero are not urtcommon. 

♦ ★ ★ 

Within the clematis family is anotoer 
group ot varietia btooming somewhat 
earner in toe season — many of them 
in June and these produce their 
blossoms on short side shoots s p ringing 
out from OLD wood, which means you 
mustn’t go hacking away at It in early 
spring. 

Some of toeee put on two pertam- 
anees a year — one in early stmuner on 
side shoots formed toe prevtous yrar, 
and anotoer flush of btoom in late 
summer on new shoots. Ordirarily, 
toese vufetiee require Uttie or no 
pruning, but if toe vines became 
overgrown and congested, to^ may be 
cut back and thinned cait in mid- 
summer, just after the firet tkwering, 
without too mudt lose of btoom. 

Hie most famous in this group, and 
one I would never hesNate to recom¬ 
mend, Is NeUie Mbser, bom in 1897 and 
atJU growing strong.
